It 
was not quite known whether she 
was absolutely out of danger but 
it had been ascertained that there 
were no bones broken. She waa 
suffering from concussion ‘while, 
one of the wheels of the vehicle 
had run. over her lees and thighs, 

The first witness called this 
morning was, Guardsman James 
Pieree, of the 2nd Batts ‘Scot's, 
Guards, Witness said that he was 
riding a bicyele along Chatham 
Road ‘nt about 9 a.m. on.

TO BETRAY THE SOVIET? 


‘ A friend of Marshal Feng Yu- 
isiang has criticized me for sug- 
gesting that Marshal Feng is pro- 
Sovict, writes Mr, George B, Sokel- 
sky ti the N.C. Daily News. Ho 
stated swith unusual cafdour that 
1 knew nothing ‘about. the facts 
wher, in a recent article, I stated 
that Marshal Feng was nasociated 
‘with Hankow, That friend of

conversation of the subject, I sta- 
ted that my grounds for assuming 
that Marshal Feng was pro-Soviet 
were ‘that he accepted arms, and 
munitions without. payment from 
Soviet Russia; that he had prac- 
tically been imprisoned in Moscow 
and was suddenly released und his 
journc$ to.Join his troogs facilita- 
ted by Soviet agents; that, at- 
{ached to hia amy, sre Soviet in- 
structors nnd advisors; ‘that, she 
‘communicates with Comrade Boro- 


Marshal Feng is of course inf. 


‘frst proposed this new naval con- 


din by ‘wireless; that Comrade 
Borodin in conversations with for- 
eign’ press, representatives. has 
specifically stated that’ Marshal 
Feng is associated with him | and 
that he will enter Peking» with | 
Marshal Feng, ses : e 
The “Christian” general's friend 
‘admitted most of these allegations, 
He suggested that the reason for 
my failing to understand Chinese 
politics in general and, Marshal 
Feng's ‘politics in particular was 
that I accepted surface factors and 
did not understand their hidden 
meanings, He admitted that Mar- 
shal Feng received arms and muni- 
‘tions on credit from Sovict Russia, 
but as he had no funds he was 
obliged: to purchase on credit and 
as he had no’other source of sup- 
plies he was bound to: accept his 
supplies from Soviet Russia or go 
without them. He naturally was 
obliged to sign an agreement with 
Soviet Russia which forced upon 
shim Soviet instructors and advi- 
sors. The explanation as to the 
Marshal’s imprisonment | in Mos- 
cow was an admission as to. the 
fact but not as to the meaning, of 
the relense,. Generally, the release 
wag-the result of .the imminent 
Split between Comrade Borodin 
and General Chiang Kai-shek, 
which made it necessary for Soviet 
Ryssia to launch; another army in 
the field to prevent the Northern 
militarists (meaning Marshal 
Chang Tso-lin) from taking. ad- 
vantage of this situation to smash. 
the Nationalist army. : 


, Quid Pro Quo Essential. * 


I insisted that the.Government 
of Soviet Russia is not stupid, that 
there must be a quid pro quo. It is 
admitted that such a suggestion 
js logical but it is an inegsential 
factor in the situation.. Accord- 
ing to ‘this,géentleman, Marshal 
Feng will never'sell China to Soz 
viet Russia, that: he has refused, 
to agree to. the Soviet’s. demand 
that "China cede to Mongolia so- 
vereign rights. Summingtup the 
conversation on this point, the'ex- 
planation is that Marshal Feng, 
ag a’patriot, will aecept the good 
offices of Soviet Russia as long as 
he needs them, but that when the 
opportunity offera itaelf, he will 
‘be true to his country. and, throw 
over Soviet Russia if they attempt 
to use his friendship in pursuit 
of an imperialistic programme. 
“Now, I had assumed. that Mar- 
shal Feng could be, placed in the 
cutegory of a pro-Sovict general, 
for his acceptance of assistance 
naturally bougd him to show some 
gratitude. In the struggle be- 
tween, Great Britain’ and Russia, 
Marshal Feng would ordinarily 
be bound to serve his Russian 
benefactors. If one of the, ele- 
ments of that struggle is the use 
of Chinn. .ag a catgpaw, 

Marshal Feng would be bound to 
‘agree to such usage or else. return 
to Soviet Russia everything they 
gave him. ‘That should be taken 
as a matter of" ‘course, But ‘the 
friend insists that that. is, shallow 
thinking. He says that the Marshal 
jg flrat of all’ a‘ Chineso and. is, 
therefore, ‘bound ‘to serve hia 
‘country, If the interests of China 


they can work together; if they are 
in opposition, they must fight each 
other, But how is this to tbe inter- 
preted? Whi is to decide whether 
Marshal Fong Yu-hsiang is to con- 
tinue to, serve, Sovict Rusala or Js 
to denounce’ his allies and throw 
them over as harmful] imporiolists?

OFFICIAL, REPORT ISSUED. 


Manila, June 17. 
The interisland steamer Negros 
which foundered between Simira 
and Banton. islands on the after- 
noon of May-26, went to the bot- 
tom of the sea with the canvas cur- 
tains closely drawn. about the 
decks, practicall” imprisoning the 
passengers.
